TRULY great showing of Holsteins came out at the 
A Waterloo Dairy Cattle Congress this year, just a 

bit down in numbers, with 181 head actually in 
the ring, but the absentees must have been the tail- 
enders for in practically every class the quality was 
excellent all the way down the line. Prof. C. S. Rhode 
of University of Illinois judged the Holstein classes and

-  Purebreds Without Portfolios

of the great valley of San Joaquin, was declared 
a T. B. free area, Fiorini Brothers of McFarland 
found it necessary to replenish their herd. Alex Fiorini 
sallied forth into Tulare and Kings counties in quest of 
good Holsteins. Note the adjective, ‘‘good.’’ Alex knows 
cows. Among those selected were many pure breds 
whose identity have lost through carelessness, indiffer- 
ence or just lack of interest. He picked cows and heifers 
that showed every indication of being real producers, 
and his results justified his selections.

Author’s Note: The enclosed article, Holsteins without Port- 
folios, tells an all too sad but true tale of the havoc that can 
be wrecked by neglecting to keep the registrations up to date, 
or selling them to men who do not care and say that papers 
do not make milk. 

Of course, in a dispersal sale, they go to the highest bidder, 
and when a buyer comes to the place with money, the breeder, 
if he has stock for sale, generally does not demand that they 
be maintained as registered stock. Money talks, and often 
talks so loud that the welfare of the breed suffers. And there 
is really little that can be done about it, for the breeder raises 
his surplus stock to sell. 

Some fifteen to twenty years ago, California was well sup- 
plied with herds milking over one hundred cows, but now there 
are comparatively few. I have reference to pure bred herds. 
Turn to page 14 of the September 2d issue of the World and 
read Eddie Gordon’s very comprehensive history of the Holstein 
cow in California. Note the long list of famous large herds 
mentioned. Several of these went out with the foot and mouth 
epidemic in 1924. Others just stopped registering the calves 
and let them grow up, produce, reproduce and die as grade 
Holsteins. One world famous herd where I worked for a short 
while went out this way. They were milking nearly two hun- 
‘dred cows and some ten or twelve years ago stopped register- 
ing. Just think of the hundreds of pure breds lost to the breed 
in this one herd alone. I guess they have scattered to the four 
winds now. 


Others were dispersed. Some sold as just cows and others 


as pure breds and purchased mostly as commercial cows. 
These hundreds of cows have thousands of descendants. They 
are some where. The cats have not got all of them. Many 


have perfect identity records kept on them and can very easily 
be registered. One such cow is in the herd of Martin J. Haas 
of San Jose. She was registered under the name of Johanna 
Hester Prilly. Of course, they are not all potential 41,000 
pound cows, but hundreds of them are 500 pound class C cows 
and many times that from 350 to 500 pounders. 

If this condition obtains in this comparatively sparsely 
populated Holstein area, just imagine how serious the conditions 
in the East and Midwest could be. In the “Cradle of the 
Holstein Industry”; in Wisconsin and Minnesota, in the dust 
bowl where the drouth and dust followed hard on the heels of 
the depression. There may not be gold in them thar hills, but 
there are unregistered Holsteins. Therefore, I contend that 
the increase in registration fees is a little previous. I would 
suggest that this increase be postponed two years and the 
fieldmen launch a concentrated campaign to bring these worthy 
cows into the fold. 

I hope that Nick will not rush out and buy a shotgun and go 
honing for my scalp for the suggestion when he has 40% of 
the nation to cover and cannot contact these small hidden 
breeders with such cows. I would suggest either a re-alloca- 
tion of the districts and a couple or more fieldmen added to 
contact these men, or soliciting the aid of the Farm Advisors 
or County Agents as I believe they are called in the Eastern 
areas and the cow testers, to ferret out these cows, get them 
lined up and ready for the fieldman when he makes the cir- 
cuit. I feel that by postponing the increase and launching this 
drive for a couple of years that hundreds or maybe thousands 
of cows could be brought back into the fold. Maybe our first 
official 40,000 pound cow and 1,500 pounds of fat cow are out 
there somewhere waiting for that little slip of paper that gives 
them a name and a number, so they can show the world that 
all the great American, whether it be a cow or man, needs is 
‘the opportunity. 


famous herds that dotted the great Golden State during 
the heydays of the early 1920’s that were scattered to 
the four winds by an epidemic of dispersals. Most of 
the buyers failed to appreciate what they had and per- 
mitted their identity to be lost so that they reverted 
to commercial grades. 

To head this new herd, Alex picked a six year old 
son of King Korndyke Pontiac 20th. Small herds were 
added from time to time, including about twenty Jer- 
seys. A neighboring dairyman bought a string of sec- 
ond calf heifers, Holsteins and Jerseys, and offered to 
trade Holsteins for their Jerseys, which offer was taken. 
They were originally sold by a dealer who had purchased 
heavily at one of the largest dispersals. Others were 
selected from a Hanford dairyman. 

Later on, to breed to the King Pontiac daughters, 
Alex selected a Prilly bull from the G. U. Clark herd at 
Hanford. When these two bulls died, Wallace Clark 
let him have one of the Prilly bulls that they had planned 
on keeping for themselves, and thereon hangs a tale. 

The daughters of these three bulls, now unfortu- 
nately dead, are milking and creating jealousy among 
their friends. 

Before going into the work of the cows that I feel 
certain are unregistered pure bred Holsteins, I will make 
mention of two Holsteins that are very obviously grades. 
Tootsie just completed a 270 day lactation with 14,857 
pounds of milk containing 833.6 pounds of fat. Had 
she been milked for a full year at that rate, she should 
have very closely approached 1,000 pounds of fat. 

Pet produced 88,574 lbs. of milk and 3,815.2 lbs. 
of fat in six lactations averaging 292 days and 14,762 
lbs. of milk and 635.9 lbs. of fat. Her lactation records 
ranged from 530.1 lbs. in 305 days with her first calf 
to 837.8 lbs. in 320 days with her fifth calf, her longest 
lactation. She died before she could crash the 100,000 
lbs. of milk class. , 

Now for the “pure breds without a portfolio.”” I will 
hurry through most of them and tkon stress a mother 
and daughter combination. 

Two Spot produced last year 703.7 lbs. of fat from 
20,824 lbs. of milk in a year; 623.3 lbs. of fat from 
18,937 lbs. of milk in 305 days. Elida has 21,824 1bs. 
of milk and 826.1 lbs. of fat. Her daughter by the first 
Clark bull finished her second lactation with 511.6 1bs. 
of fat. Yvonne, an eleven year old, finished with 18,23% 
lbs. of milk and 612.2 lbs. of fat. She is now in as 4 
twelve year old and milking over 85 lbs. of milk a day 
and has been for the past sixty days. Cora 2d, a daugh- 
ter of Sir Korndyke Ormsby Winnie, the second Clark 
bull, is in with her second calf and produced 111.0 Ibs.

gether at the Kansas State Fair in Hutchinson 
this year to make, according to opinions expressed by 
Dr. W. H. Mott of Herrington, one of the best quality 
shows held since the district show program was started 
in Kansas some six or seven years ago. Dr. Mott who 
for several years was active in the breeding of his own 
herd of Holstein cattle, active yet in Holstein association 
promotion in Kansas and for many years a director in 
the National Association was only one of the many en- 
thusiastic breeders on the ring-side that was greatly 
impressed by this fine showing of Kansas cattle.

Pure Breds Without Portfolios 


NDER this title Howard C. Pond, California cow 
l tester, writes interestingly in this issue. From 
his observation, he draws the conclusion that a 
drive to catch up the registration of desirable animals 
that have been allowed to lapse would be sound policy. 
He would prefer to make a temporary reduction in fees 
to promote the effort, rather than the increase that will 
go into effect on January 1 for animals over 2 years old. 
Mr. Pond makes out quite a logical case for this po- 
sition, particularly with the improving demand now in 
prospect. However, there is no possibility of a change 
in the rules before the 1940 Convention in June, and 
no assurance that a change then would be favorably 
considered. In fact, it would be entirely unwarranted 
for breeders to delay further the registration of over- 
age animals in any expectation of such action. 


Our whole purpose in presenting Mr. Pond’s article 
at this time is to center attention on the subject for 
such use as can be made of it in the two and a half 
months remaining before the new schedule of registra- 
tion fees goes into effect. 


Secretary Norton, we understand, is sending out 4 
series of appropriate letters to every breeder, both mem- 
bers and non-members, who has done business with the 
Association within the past several years, pointing out 
the advantages of registration, explaining the forthcon- 
ing changes in fees, and urging immediate attention to 
registration of all desirable eligible animals now or s002 
to be over 2 years old. 

This will undoubtedly prove effective. We believe 
it could also profitably be made a major activity of the 
entire field force during this period. Individual breed- 
ers and officers of local clubs could also add greatly 
the strength of such a campaign by a little personal 
work among their neighbors. Let’s make a real drive 
for “portfolios” for all our worthy pure breds.

DAIRY SCIENCE 
Its Principles and Practice in Production, 
Management and Processing 
By W. E. Petersen, Ph. D. 
University of Minnesota 
A Brief Review by Secretary H. W. Norton, Jr. 

A comprehensive treatise on the broad subject of 
dairying by Dr. W. E. Petersen of the Dairy Hus- 
bandry Department of the University of Minnesota, 
“Dairy Science,’’ a book of some 650 pages, includes 
discussions of the various breeds and their origin, de- 
velopment and adaptability; chapters on selection of 
dairy animals, heredity, systems of breeding, pedigrees, 
care of the sire, calf raising, the cow’s udder, physiology 
of milk secretion, herd management and feeding. It 
considers the economics of the dairy industry in all its 
branches and discusses milk and its manufactured 
products. It is intended primarily as a textbook for 
students but because of the exhaustive treatment of the 
Subject in all phases of breeding, herd management and 
production, it should become a very valuable source of 
information for practical dairymen and breeders gen- 
erally. The discussion of selecting the individual cow, 
heredity, genetic makeup, inherited characteristics, the 
herd sire, the cow’s udder and milk secretion, milk 
quantity and quality and properties of milk are particu- 
larly interesting and enlightening. The chapter on Hol- 
stein-Friesian cattle discusses the origin and character- 
istics of the breed, distribution, families, Herd-Books, 
Advanced Registry and official testing, Herd Test and 
Herd Classification, and gives the official scale of points 
for the cow and the bull. 

Dr. Petersen is one of the leaders in the field of 
research in dairy production and speaks with authority 
on the subject and cites many references to other inves- 
lgators. ‘Dairy Science” is listed at $3.50 and is pub- 
lished by the J. B. Lippincott Company.

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ROUND TABLE 


SOME INTERESTING SUGGESTIONS 
Editor Holstein-Friesian World: 


Allow me to congratulate you upon the new series of 
herdsman’s kinks. I am going to offer another one that 
will be of invaluable assistance in aiding the smaller 
breeder to select with better judgment the proper bull 
to carry on his breeding program. I would suggest a 
series of articles on famous blood lines that have nicked, 
or are now nicking. For example, the Clark herd at 
Hanford, Calif., is proving conclusively that the blood of 
King Bessie crosses successfully with that of King Segis 
Alcartra Prilly, or, at least, it does in their herd. Not 
only should the blood lines that merge successfully be 
publicized, but those that have wrecked havoc should be 
told to serve as a warning and prevent their recurrence 
in other herds. Let the individual breeder present his 
case, tell of the various bulls used and the results ob- 
tained; then follow his letter with a story of the famous 
herds or individuals that have that particular blood on 
one side and the blood that was used on the other side 
to produce this or that outstanding herd, cow or bull, If 
certain bloodlines will make champions when crossed 
with certain families but not with others, present both 
sides, for there is no family in the Holstein breed that 
is a complete flop in every other family. 


This other idea may not meet so much with your 
approval, as I suppose it has been presented before and 
threshed out and mulled over until it is as sour apples 
or something like that. It is a suggested revision of the 
honor point system to give credit where credit is due— 
that is, to the volume tester. A sentence in the World 
of some months ago, in which was given a resume of the 
past year’s work wherein was mentioned that a Carna- 
tion cow producing over 1,100 pounds of fat had to work 
in competition with other members of the Carnation 
herd, gave rise to this proposed change in the honor roll 
system. 


Place them all on a common footing, say, Class B as 
that is where by far the greatest volume of testing is 
being done, and credit each cow with points equivalent 
to 1/100 of her total butterfat produced. For illustra- 
tion, a cow producing 825.36 lbs. of fat would be credited 
with 8.2536 points on the honor roll for all A. R. records 
reported. This would give the herds that do a great vol- 
ume of testing more credit for the work they do for the 
furtherance of the breed. 


For example, Carnation Milk Farms stood well down 
the list last year and turned out more 1,000 pounds of 
fat records than any other herd—perhaps more than any 
two other herds. They should have been given more rec- 


ognition for their great work. Other herds fall into the 
same catagory. 


I would suggest that the 11th cow down the line in 
each class be given 5 additional points, adding 5 points 
to it up to the second cow, who would be given an ad- 
ditional fifty points, and the class leader in each class 
be given an extra 100 points in recognition of her being 
the top cow. New world’s records be given an additional 
100 points. 


This sounds complicated, but it really isn’t It might 
run up some ripsnorting totals, but I feel that fair- 
minded breeders agree that those who do the volume of 
the work should in all fairness be given the volume of 
credit.

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National Dairy Sh ow Prospects 


Under date of October 5, Lloyd 
Burlingham sends us the complete 
and final report on entries for the 
forthcoming National Dairy Show at 
Treasure Island, San Francisco, 
when Holsteins will be judged on 
October 26 and 27 by Paul B. 
Misner. According to this report, 
dairy cattle entries total 1,252 head, 
which is believed to be the greatest 
entry in the history of the National 
Dairy Show. Holstein entries total 
297, second only to the Jerseys with 
309. Also entered are 199 Guern- 
seys, 168 Shorthorns, 159 Ayrshires 
and 120 Brown Swiss. 


The Holstein entries as shown by 
the complete list below come from 





68 exhibitors, located in eleven 
states, and unless some- of them fall 
by the wayside at the last minute 
there should be nine State Herds in 
competition, California, Idaho, Utah, 
Nevada, Washington, Oregon, Iowa, 
Michigan and Wisconsin. 

Credit for this fine Holstein entry 
must of course be given in part to 
the generous prize money, $9,500 in 
the Holstein classes; but perhaps 
even more should go to the fine pro- 
motion and organization work of 
Doc Burlingham and his staff and 
to the untiring efforts of Glen 
Householder and his able corps of 
field men.

entries of State Herds from six of 
the states in his far flung western 
territory. 

The hoped-for participation of 
British Columbia and Alberta did 
not materialize, for which everybody 
is sorry, as this would have given 
the show an international flavor that 
would have added much to the 
interest. But even so it promises 
to be the largest Holstein show of 
the year. 

The largest individual exhibit of 
Holsteins will be that of Carnation 
Milk Farms, Seattle, Wash., with 34 
head, and there are nine other 
smaller Washington exhibits. Second 
largest is Maytag Dairy Farms, New- 
ton, Iowa, with 24 head. Other 
Iowa exhibitors will be H. O. Larsen 
and Paul P. Stewart with a dozen 
head each five others with one or 
two head apiece. 

While at Waterloo, Wallace 
Kinyon received a_ telephone call 
from the state authorities granting 
permission for a part of the Wiscon- 
sin Board of Control string to make 
the trip, which with reinforcements 
from Oosterhuis, Pabst and Harold 
Tuffley, assures the presence of a 
Wisconsin State Herd. Hawthorn 
Farms, Libertyville, Ill., agreed to 
send along at least their two sensa- 
tional calves if not the entire five 
head they have entered. There was 
some talk around Waterloo that the 
Michigan State Herd would return 
home after that show and not make 
the long trek west, but we hope the 
final decision was to follow the 
original plan, as the Michigan group 
would add much to the interest in 
the show. Oregon makes a _ fine 
showing with large exhibits from 
Hall, Benter, Evers and Lindow and 
a few smaller exhibits. From Idaho, 
Utah and Nevada will come a large 
number of small exhibits, ranging 
from one to seven head each. Rep- 
resenting the home state, California, 
the largest exhibitor will be Rocky 
Hill with 15 head, with nine other 
exhibitors showing from one to eight 
head each.

He then went to work on the rest of the circle and at 
the last minute discovered the excellent Skylark cow 
in the Maytag string and slipped her up into second 
place, crowding down the Wisconsin and Gilkey cows a 
step.

Butter King, you’d better dodge if only Sunday were up 
there! 

In a truck load of heifers that came down from 
Hanford was a little show calf about evenly marked in 
color and showing every indication of having what it 
takes to make a champion. She calved in due time 
and produced favorably but not sensationally for sev- 
eral years until March 1936. She dropped a bull calf 
and went into the milking string. When the cow tester 
arrived, she had been milking about two weeks and 
going strong. Her test for that month was 159.5 lbs. 
of fat! Alex Fiorini and the tester decided that there 
was something wrong, so she was tested again the next 
day and produced at the rate of 154.0 pounds. Still 
dubious, another sample was taken two days later and 
she produced at the rate of 162.1 lbs. of fat, so the first 
test was left to stand for what I believe to be the high- 
est monthly fat ever recorded in California. 

Now let us do a little analyzing and use some of 
those “‘ifs.’’ Records show that Daisy Aaggie Ormsby 
3d, the famous daughter of 37th, holds the world’s rec- 
ord for 30 days fat with 143.0 lbs. in Class A. Here is 
Annie with 159.5 lbs. in 31 days in C, or 154.5 Ibs. 
in 30 days, topping the standing champion by 11.5 
pounds. By employing the 80% butter system so popu- 
lar in the heydays of Holsteins, she would have produced 
193.19 lbs. of butter in 30 days in Class C! 


According to the U. S. Bureau of Dairy Industry, a 
cow could be reasonably expected to produce 41% more 
on four time milking than she would on two time at 
flush production, so this would have given Annie 
217.845 pounds of fat or 272.3 pounds of butter in 
30 days! 

What story that would have made for the World 
twenty years ago! But now let us put her on seven 
day test and see if she will require a verification. At 
that rate, she would have produced 36.05 pounds of fat 
in seven days in Class C, or 45.06 pounds of butter. A 
forty-five pound cow in the two-time string! Wouldn’t 
some one have got himself shot if such a record had 
been reported, for not running her in class A! Let 
us put her there then. 


By adding 41% more she would then have produced 
more fat than the present world’s champion, Pansje 
Prilly Abbekerk, did butter, by producing 50.83 pounds 
of fat, or 63.54 pounds of butter. 

Can you just imagine what a sensational story that 
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would have made in the Holstein-Friesian World twenty 
years ago? A 63-pound cow! But we can not register 
her. Some one was careless. 

Her daughter, Anita, is a perennial 400 pounder, but 
Annie 2d is boosting the family fame to even greater 
heights by far eclipsing her dam’s first calf production. 
She started off in February with 67.8 lbs. of fat for the 
twenty-eight day month; came back in March with 79.9 
Ibs., in April with 89.9 pounds and in May with 94.3 
pounds of fat. In seven months, she has 499.5 pounds 
of fat in Class C, and has but 138 pounds of fat to go 
to catch Empress Colantha Prilly, the world’s record 
junior two year old for fat in Class C as of January 1, 
1937. 

I do not have before me the figures for the world’s 
record junior two year old in 30 days, but I feel that 
if Annie 2d’s production of 94.3 lbs. of fat in Class C 
does not exceed it, it comes so close that there is no fun 
in it. That would be equivalent to 117.9 pounds of 
butter, 80% fat. In Class A, she would have pro- 
duced 132.9 lbs. of fat or 166.2 pounds of butter. 

At that rate, her seven day record would have been 
21.36 pounds of fat or 26.7 pounds of butter in Class C; 
31.01 pounds of fat or 38.76 pounds of butter in Class A. 
This would have exceeded Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 
Frisby’s world’s record by five and one half pounds of 
fat. 

Would that not have made news! Dam and daugh- 
ter holding world’s records in seven and thirty days 
simultaneously! And they can not be registered! 

Annie could not possibly have been an accident as 
both a producer and a reproducer, she must have got it 
somewhere. Annie 2d is a daughter of Sir Korndyke 
Ormsby Winnie, one of G. U. Clark’s Prilly-Winnie bulls. 
Isn’t it a shame! 

What an index this bull, known as Young Clark, is 
going to have when enough of his daughters finish their 
lactations. Most of them are from daughters of King 
Pontiac and Old Clark. They are bred up. They are 
not accidents. 

Some one said, ‘‘Of all sad words of tongue or pen, 
the saddest are these, ‘It might have been’.’’ Some one 
was careless and some one else didn’t care and Annie 
and Annie. 2d and Two Spot and Sunday and Tillie 2d 
and Elida and others and others and others are now 
grades and there is a big blank space in Holstein history.

Plant Receipts Per Cow in the State 
Less Than 1 Per Cent above 1928-31 
For the four years, 1928-31, the 
average pounds of milk and of milk- 
equivalent of farm-skimmed cream 
delivered per dairy cow on hand in 
the State was 4,091 pounds. For 
the four years, 1935-38, it was 4,122 


pounds, an increase of only three- 
fourths of one per cent. The receipts 
at plants per cow on hand in the 
State dropped off about 300 pounds 
per cow to 3,802 pounds during the 
years of 1932-34, the worst of the 
depression. The number of cows on 
hand averaged 31,000 more for the 
1935-38 than for the 1928-31 period. 
In 1938, about the same total 
amount of milk and its equivalent 
was received at plants as in 1931. 
But the amount received at plants 
per cow on hand in the State was 
even lower than in 1931.

Production Per Day Per Dairy 

Another series of data published 
to give a slant on rate of change in 
milk production is ‘‘production per 
day per dairy’’ data, and the per- 
centage increase by months. These 
data include reports from a few 
plants in other states, and thus are 
not for New York exclusively. They 
are less reliable as an indicator of 
the change in the total milk supply 
going to market in New York State 
than the totals from plant reports 
collected and published by the State 
Agricultural Statistician. 


A common mistake in statistical 
analysis is to use a variable measure 
of a phenomenon to indicate rate of 


change, when the measure used 
should be as nearly a constant as 
possible. A forty quart can of milk 


is a definite thing; a load of milk 
may be ten cans or forty cans. A 
cow is a definite unit of measure; a 
“dairy” may be ten cows or forty 
cows,—it does not represent a con- 
stant number of cows. To use pro- 
duction per “dairy’’ as a measure of 
change in rate of the total milk 
supply is like measuring herd pro- 
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duction by the load. The use of a 
variable yard stick leads to all sorts 
of errors about the total distance. 
The use of production per day per 
dairy data gives the impression that 
production has’ been increasing 
faster than has been the case in 
New York. 

From 1934 to 1938, the increase 
In the production per day per dairy 
was 3.95 per cent per year. The 
plant receipts in 1938 were 7.9 per 
cent more than in 1934; the produc- 
tion per day per dairy 15.8 per cent 
more. The increased tendency of 
the large companies reporting these 
data to have fewer dairies with 
larger herds results in a greater in- 
crease in production per day per 
dairy for them than apparently pre- 
vails for production in the State as 
a whole. 

For the four years, 1934-38, the 
“production per day per dairy” data 
shown in Table 2 have averaged to 
be 100 per cent too high as an in- 
dicator of the increase in the total 
amount of milk sent to plants in 
New York by farmers as reported by 
the State Statistician. That is, the 
percentage increase in production 
suggested by ‘“‘production per day 
per dairy’ data was_ practically 
double that shown by the actual 
plant receipts. <A different rate of 
change, if such is the case, in milk 
production in other states included 
in the per dairy figures might also 
be a partial explanation, but does 
not seem to be the real reason for 
the difference. 

The State Agricultural Statistician 
reports the number of farmers de- 
livering milk and the number de- 
livering cream to plants in the State. 
The number delivering milk to dairy 
plants in 1936 was about the same 
as in 1935. In 1937, the number 
increased 0.78 per cent over 1936 
and in 1938 increased 0.33 per cent 
over 1937. The total amount of 
milk per farm delivering milk aver- 
aged 77.5 thousand pounds in 1935, 
82.6 thousand pounds in 1936, 83.8 
thousand pounds in 1937, and 84.1 
thousand pounds in 1938. 

Trapping Green Rabbits 

The increase in milk plant re- 
ceipts of less than 2. per cent 
annually since 1934 in New York 
State is not alarming when com- 
pared with previous increases. Be- 
fore walking, like a green rabbit, 
right into an open trap on the ques- 


tion of excess milk production, 
dairymen should sniff the bait a 
while from the outside. Corn for 


silage is a short crop; pastures are 
short; the hay crop is short; it did 
not rain in cow country for a long 
time. The stage may be all set for 
an unusually heavy milk production 
by 1940, but it looks to me as though 
the actors will be on a hunger strike 
when it is time to put on the play. 
My guess is that despite the fact 
that dairy cow numbers are at 2 
peak again in this State, milk buy- 
ers are not seriously worried about 
the excess over fluid milk and cream 
requirements in sight this fall. As 
provided by the Federal and State 
orders they have only to pay butter 
and cheese prices for it and may 
take specified manufacturing costs 
from the producer’s prices.

HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN WORLD 


Greatest Madcap to the National 


Among the 30 head of Holsteins 
shipped from the Carnation Farm to 
the National Dairy Show at Treas- 
ure Island recently was Carnation 
Ormsby Madcap Fayne, who will 
represent what, in many respects, is 
the most important exhibit Carna- 
tion has ever made at any show in 
its history.

Another daughter, Carna- 
tion Ormsby Fayne Madcap, is just 
finishing a record which will be 
approximately 1,175 lbs. of butter- 
fat, and a third daughter, Carnation 
Ormsby Madcap, passed all these 
recently when she produced 1,313 
lbs. of fat from 36,851.3 lbs. of milk. 
Great as these records are, it is an- 
ticipated that Carnation Ormsby 
Madcap Fayne, the cow that will be 
on exhibit at the Golden Gate Show 
will exceed them all, bringing the 
average of the four sisters above 
33,000 lbs. of milk and well over 
1,200 lbs. of butterfat. 

Carnation Ormsby Madcap Fayne 
will be exhibited in a large, open box 
stall so that all may have an oppor- 
tunity to see her and to watch her 
being milked. It is anticipated that 
she will be producing between 90 
and 100 lbs. of milk a day at the 
Show, although she will be in her 
eleventh month on test. 

This cow and her three full sisters 
are sired by Matador Segis Ormsby 
and, while it is not believed that she 
will exceed the record of his great- 
est daughter, Carnation Ormsby But- 
ter King, for either milk or butter, 
it is probable she will become his 
second greatest daughter, and she 
may exceed the record of Segis Pie- 
tertje Prospect for milk, and will 
exceed ‘“‘Prospect’s” record for but- 
terfat by a wide margin. As a mat- 
ter of fact, it is probable she will 
become at least the second greatest 
Producing cow at Carnation Farm, 
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and the greatest of the ‘‘Madcap” 
sisters to date. 


Never before in history has a cow 
of any breed producing over 1,000 
lbs. of fat had four daughters pro- 
duce over 1,000 lbs. of fat, and by 
the end of 1939 this ‘‘Madcap” fam- 
ily will hold the world’s record for 
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fat production for dam and daugh- 
ter, for dam and two daughters, for 
dam and three daughters, for dam 
and four daughters, for two full sis- 
ters, for three full sisters, and for 
four full sisters. 

Farmers everywhere, regardless 
of their preference as to breed or 
strain, will be interested in seeing 
this greatest producing cow of the 
greatest producing family in all 
history.

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KISSINGER HERD SELLING IN 
NATIONAL 

One of the features of the U. S. 
National Sale, the 14th of this No- 
vember, will be the dispersal of one 
of the famous old Wisconsin herds, 
that of the late W. P. Kissinger, 
Waupaca.

E. Ogilvie of the International Live 
Stock Exposition organization, who 
is also a very interested Holstein 
breeder on the family farm at Bara- 
boo, Wis.: 

“T saw a herd recently that you 
would have appreciated. While in 
Cheyenne at the convention of the 
American National Live Stock Assoc- 
iation, I visited the Wyoming Here- 
ford Ranch; and I believe the Hol- 
stein herd they maintain as a prof- 
itable adjunct to the famous WHR 
Herefords tops about any I have 
ever seen in point of scale, two year 
old heifers weighing up to 1500 
pounds or better at freshening and 
mature cows around a ton. Their 
weather and grass have a lot to do 
with it. Bob Lazear, the proprietor, 
told me that every calf old enough 
to graze is turned out on grass in the 
Spring, and from then on they spend 
most of their lives out of doors. 
Their milk barn is the last word in 
modern appointments. The young- 
er half of the herd is sired by a son 
of Sir Inka May from a Hazelwood 
dam. He is strikingly like Inkar- 
nation in appearance, and it seemed 
to me that he sires daughters similar 
to the Pabst daughters of Carnation 
Sensation, although they have con- 
siderably more scale and in winter 
coat looked a bit coarse, an impres- 
sion given largely by their heavy 
coats. The whole set-up is inter- 
esting enough to warrant some at- 
tention from the World when they 
have a representative in that coun- 
try.” 

We could wish that more of our 
great Holstein breeding establish- 
ments would set up similar endow- 
ments to insure permanence of 
breeding programs that are really 
contributing to breed advancement.

We spent consider- 
able time looking over the herd. 
They now have some new bull pens 
in which Carnation Ormsby Sir 
Bessie, Femco Royal and Femco Lil- 
ith Pride Ormsby have wonderful op- 
portunities for exercise. 

They have in all about 40 daugh- 
ters of Femco Royal. The first six 
to freshen are on test at the present 
time and have beautiful udders and 
are good milkers.

Right beside 
her in another pen stands her two- 
year-old daughter sired by Femco 
Royal. It is very evident that Fem- 
co Royal has sired a good heifer in 
this daughter as she has a perfect 
udder. 

It was not enough for Axel to 
spend considerable time with me in 
the company of E. H. Mead looking 
over the herd of cattle and the num-

The Bureau of Dairy Industry has 
recently issued Miscellaneous Pub- 
ication 353, including the records of 
1,348 sires proved between April 1. 
1938 and April 1, 1939. Of these 
sires 311 were reported alive when 
the list was compiled. The living 
sires on the list show an average of 
387 lbs. fat for their daughters, an 
increase of 13 lbs. above the dams 
of those daughters. For the 936 


sires reported dead, the daughters 
averaged 353 lbs.; their dams 361 


Ibs., indicating some progress in cull- 
ing sires on the basis of their rec 
ords.

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Holsteins at the Virginia State Fair

Tuesday, Sept. 26, was Holstein 
day at the Virginia State Fair in 
Richmond. The Holstein show was 
more than display of good cattle; it 
was a public manifestation of a re- 
newed interest in the exhibiting of 
Holsteins in Virginia. Although 
only four herds entered the lists, 
they were groomed and shown in a 
fashion that kept the contests rather 
evenly matched in nearly all the 
classes. 

Prof. R. H. Ruffner, University of 
North Carolina, made the show ring 
placings. His methodical discern- 
ment of type contrasts and his able 
evaluation of differences between the 
competing animals left no question 
in the minds of the spectators once 
the classes were officially placed. 
The placings were received with 
general satisfaction in all quarters. 

The Male Classes 

In the bull classes the blue rib- 
bons were divided—three for the 
Greenhill Farm herd exhibited by W. 
H. Landis, East Greenville, Pennsyl- 
vania, and two for the Wimbledon 
herd exhibited by H. O. Norris of 
Annapolis, Md. 

The Male Classes 

Wimbledon Dean Marathon 4th, 

721547, took first over Greenbill’s 
Sir Abbekerk Burke, 674570, in a 
two-entry aged bull class. “Dean 
Marathon’? harks back to an ances- 
try of noted show ring winners and 
he himself presented dairy refine- 
ment type and style to an unusual 
degree. There was no contest in the 
two-year-old class, Greenhill Pluto, 
742231, receiving the blue ribbon as 
a ticket to the championship event 
to follow. In the senior yearling 
class the argument for placings went 
four ways, with Greenhill Burton 
Boast, 751408, receiving the nod 
over a flashy entry from the I. D. 
Myers & Sons’ herd of Harrisonburg, 
Va. Greenhill Joseph Inka, 751412, 
an eyesome junior yearling from the 
Landis herd, took first over Wimble- 
don Emperor Sensation, 766779. The 
strife and strain of the bull classes 
were heaviest in the calf class with 
five entries from four different 
herds. Wimbledon, however, topped 
the coterie with a straight, strong, 
robust individual called ‘‘Wimbledon 
Babette Emperor’, 773943, followed 
closely by Greenhill Count Pluto 
769968. Entries by I. D. Myers & 
Son, Dr. J. L. Manahan, University, 
Va., and Wimbledon Farm, again 
followed in close order to complete 
the calf class. The bull classes were 
short in numbers but plenty long in 
quality, and the showmen put on an 
exhibition well worth seeing. 

_The championships for bulls were 

divided between Wimbledon and 

Greenhill farms; the senior and 

grand champion award going to 

Wimbledon Dean Marathon 4th, and 

the junior and reserve champion 

award going to the senior yearling 

Greenhill Burton Boast. 

Female Classes 
None of the six female classes was 
lacking in spirited competition, the 
blue ribbons being divided equally 


between the Wimbledon and Green 
hill farm herds. Cato Pines Ormsby 
Fobes Lady, a superb Wimbledon 
entry, lead off in the aged cow class, 
followed closely in second place by a 
stablemate, Rock Star Petunia Korn- 
dyke, 1490431. Greenhill Farm made 
up the balance of the cow class with 
two good entries. 

In the three to four-year-old class 
Greenhill Princess, 1851958, a tip- 
top, milky-looking cow, took an 
early lead over three other compet- 
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itors. Wayne Mercedes Fance, 2036- 
799, from the I. D. Myers & Son’s 
herd, placed second, while two Wim- 
bledon entries placed third and 
fourth, respectively. 


Wimbledon Empress Gluck, 1942- 
547, quickly received the judge’s call 
for first place over entries from the 
I. D. Myers & Son, Greenhill Farm, 
and Wimbledon again, in the class 
for cows two to three years old. 


In the heifer classes Wimbledon 
Hazelwood Empress, 1947321, was 
adjudged first in a likely group of

1940. Under the new schedule, 
penalty fees will start earlier than 
at present, (six months instead of 
one year) and will increase with 
each six months period up to 2 yrs, 
old. Higher fees are set up for ani- 
mals over two years old with the 
further requirement including satis- 
factory identification and approved 
by the Board of Directors. 


The purpose of these penalty fees 
is to encourage early registration 
and avoid many of the mistakes that 
are now being made on the delayed 
registrations. The new ruling pro- 
vides for the refunding of registry 
fee for animals recorded before they 
are two months old provided the cer- 
tificate of registry is surrendered 
for cancellation by the original 
applicant within fifteen months of 
date of birth if a male or thirty-six 
months of age if a female. I want 
to urge all New York breeders to get 
their animals registered up-to-date 
before January lst and thus save 
paying any added penalty fees on 
your older animals. The time is 
short and January lst will soon be 
here so start checking up on your 
animals and make sure they are all 
registered. 


The Annual Advisory Council 
meeting of the State Association is 
to be held on November 9th at Hotel 
Martin, Utica, New York. The meet- 
ing will be called to order promptly 
at 10:30 a. m. by President Carl 
Wooster. The Council is composed 
of the Board of Directors and one 
delegate from each County or Dis- 
trict Club.

She is due 
by Carnation Ormsby Sir Bessie 
some time next month and Axel Han- 
sen says they have ordered a bull 
but if necessary will settle for a heif- 
er as good as either of her first two, 
which are both by Femco Royal.

on 2-time, and whose daughter by 
the same sire as these bulls, sold for 
$430 as a 2-year-old in the 100th 
Earlville Sale, rates Very Good. 
Reference to your issue of Novem- 
ber 26, 1938 will disclose a picture 
of these four generations, still going 
in the herd, with an appropriate 
write-up. The sire, Montvie Chief- 
tain 7th, rates at this time Good 
Plus, formerly Very Good. The seven 
nearest dams of these two young 
bulls average slightly over 4.1% fat 
and significant is the fact that the 
milk from the Chapman herd has 
been averaging 4% for a number of 
months. 

Incidentally you may be interested 
to know that the Sunny Vale herd 
is now turning out its third consec- 
utive generation above 4% and
